of the hill they charged, and shouting at- 
tacked the enemy in his very strong- 
hold. 
The latter now fled panic strick- 


en, but still they were pursued ; and it 
was nol uniil the affrighted fugitives had 
reached 
a point without the extreme 


range of their own cannon, which had 
been turned upon them at the onset, that 
they ceased in their flight. The national 
colors of our country now supplanted ihe 
banner of the enemy, ihe different regi- 
mental flags were also planted on the 
cresl, and shouts louder than ever from 
the viciors rose upon the air, and struck 
terror into the very hearts of the enemy 
in the works siill uniaken, forthey knew 
that their strong- positions had been turn- 
ed and thai they were at the mercy of 
the men they had scoffed at in the morn- 
ing. 
Never was viciory more complete, 


although purchased 
with the blood of 


some of our best men. 
Lieut. Ewell, 


of the rifles, was among the first within 
ihe enemy's breastworks, and it was here 
that he received his death wound. 
The 


interior of the works was covered with 
the dead of the enemy, among them 
Gen. Vasquez, Col. Palacio, and many 
of iheir officers, while the hill side down 
which lliey fled was slrewn as well.— 
Near 200 men were left dead, while the 
wounded would swell the number to at 
leasi 500—some even put it down as 
high as 700.
